Consequently, the subject matter of claims 1, 7-8, 11, 15, 17,

differs from Dl in that a reactive ad hoc routing, a proactive 
ad hoc routing or a combination of those protocols could be 
used In Dl, a predictive model is described based on the 
status information of the nodes and the quality of the 
signals. According to D2 (see [0032], [00262] m D2) , a 
proactive and a reactive model can be used and that they are 
broadly known in the art.
